Belgrade. Mervia, April i.—A largo 

force of rebellious Albanian troop# 
were- checked with heavy losses near 
Prishtina, according to advices re¬ 
ceived here to-day, The loyalist Turk¬ 
ish troops also sustained loss, but ara 
believed to have Inflicted the greater 
damage. Both sides are reported to 
have been reinforced and returned ta 
the conflict. 

It Is believed that only the restora¬ 
tion of Abdul Hamid' to the throne of 
Turkey grill pacify the Albanians. They 
have continually demanded the de¬ 
thronement or the present Kultan and 
♦he release of Abdul from his Incarcer¬ 
ation at Halonlca and his restoration to 
power. 

The soldiers of the loyalist army are 
believed to sympathise with the de¬ 
mands of the Aloantans for Abdul's 
return, and their commander. Djavid 
Pasha, fears many desertions. 

Djavid Pasha has appealed to Gen¬ 
eral Chofket Pasha, minister of war. 
tor 10,000 troops to reinforce Ills com¬ 
mand. A force of 3,000 men was sent 
to-day and others will be rushed to 
the front as soon as possible. 

The dispatches of Djavid Pasha In¬ 
dicate that the Albanian rebellion is 
spreading and.that surrounding prrtv- 
Jnces arc showing signs of revolt, al¬ 
though the outhrrak ha* been confined 
so far to Albania.

The following is 
from a letter Written by Hon. J. ft. 
Larke. trade <.ofuraissio«er to Austra¬ 
lia, which deals with this subject: 

— “D uring ihe.Ia years that I have been 
' ...III Australia there haa been a very con¬ 
siderable extension or trade. Prior to 
1884 the exports of Australia to Can¬ 
ada were practically nothing; while the 
exports of I'ansda to Australia were al¬ 
most wholly limited to fish and tim- 
l»er, and both were dwindling away. 
The extent of the trade la not ahown 
by the returns of either country. Wool, 
tinned incut, nnd sometimes butter for 
Eastern Canada are commonly bought 
in London; and hence In Australian re¬ 
turns would appear us exports to Great 
Britain, and In * Canadian returns as 
Imports from the mother country Ex¬ 
port* of Cnnada to Auatralta fare in 
the same way. The exports of Aus¬ 
tralia to Canada are becoming varied. 
-BriiliJi Columbia Is the third' largest 
purchaser of New South Wales froxen 
meat. There Is a steady demand for 
butter from Australia during the win¬ 
ter season. Fruits In some quantity 
go rrom Tasmania In March and April. 
Very considerable dried fruits have 
been f xported from the Murray irriga¬ 
tion settlements. The*,' are hut a small 
proportion of what might be done. A 
serious obstacle Is the tariffs between 
the two countries. Without at all dis¬ 
cussing the matter of policy, no one 
hut must admit that on very many 
lines they are alsolutely unnecessary I 
between the two countries. 

"The United States puts on prohibit- i 
ory duties upon many lines of Canadian j 
products. Unless Canada reciprocates 
— w when the Canandlan market was | 
high, the United States producers 
would swamp it. and reduce it to.nor¬ 
mal prices. On the other hand, wlien 
the United Slates market was high, the 
Canadian producer would be unable to 
take advantage of It. As a consequence, 
the United Slates producer would have 
open to him the cream of both mar¬ 
kets; while the Cnnudlun producer 
would have neither. But no such thing 
applies between Australia and Canada, 
provided they agree to reduce duties 
or to mutually declare free trade In 
cartaln natural products. Each enun-. 
try can supply the other with articles 
that It must buy. and It w*ould seem to 
be unwse to burden the consumer un¬ 
necessarily with duties Which he must 
pay. 

"It seems to me that there are spe¬ 
cial reason* why Australia requires 
now to push the trade with Canada. It 
would have the advantage of having In 
British Columbia, ar Importing market. 
There are certain goods shipped from 
Vancouver to Japan andtyp'hlna which 
compete to.a small extent with Aus¬ 
tralian products, but these arp not the - 
products of British Columbia. That 
province la a mountsinouk country, 
and while It has rich, valleys.* and Its 
agriculture la extending, yet outside of 
temperate-sune fruft It la never likely 
to supply tlie food requirements of Its 
population. 

"Australia haa already done some¬ 
thing towards the development of Irri¬ 
gation colonies. New South Wales and 
Victoria are engaged In enormous 
aclwmes of this character.

eventually undermining them. 

What I* probably the oldest piece of 
wood In existence ws* found oveilying 
the bedrock at a depth of about forty 
feet below the street level, on the site 
of the United Stutea Express building.
